The work on Oregon avenue has 
Mjust commenced, and its completion 
and subsequent tearing up and re- 
completion before March 2d may be 
said to be an impossibility, so that 
the waiver of damages in City Attor- 
ney Hall’s famous agreement is cer- 
tain to beconie null and void. Nicholl 
therefore has clear sailing if he 
wants to sue the city for damages, 
which might result by the terrific cut 
which has to be made for the tunnel. 

To further complicate things, 
about the time the change of route 
was ordered the Warswick company 
borrowed $40,000 from the John 
Nicholl company, which they are to 
use to fulfill their paving contract. 
They have given a bond in the sum 
of $50,000 to guarantee the faithful 
performance of their contract. They 
guaranteed that the streets would be 
paved in the following order: Ore- 
gon avenué, first; Buena Vista ave- 
nue, sécond; Idaho avenue, third; 
Montana avenue, fourth, and Choice 
(way and Richmond avenue last. 

These must all be completed and 
accepted by the city before the 
bondsmen are released. It may also 
be noted that a contract for street 
work virtually makes a contracting 
firm the owner of a street until the 
work is completed and finally ac- 
cepted. 

It can therefore easily be seen that 
the Warswick Paving Company, to 
secure its $135,000, and the John 
Nicholl company, to insure repay- 
ment of the $40,000 loan, are not 
inclined to take any chances, and will 
insist on the contract and agreement 
being fulfilled to the letter. 

It thus follows that Oregon avenue 
must be paved and finally accepted 
before anything elde can be done, 
The total cost of this stupendous 
Piece of folly is variously estimated 
at about $20,000. This includes the 
tearing up of the Oregon avenue 
pavement, the cutting of the street
